MOSCOW (AP)-In the Unit-

Two have been opened on the 


lighway that encircles Moscow, 
lust beyond the point at which 
srefabricated apartment houses 
are turning rolling farmland 
into suburb. More motels are 
planned. 


They aren't exactly motel as 


you Americans know them. Ve- 
hicles go into a parking lot and 
the customers walk through the 
lobby and upstairs 
to their 


rooms. 


The Russians have taken the 


American word "motel" and put 
it on combinations of hotel, 
service station and garage. 


There are few private cars in 


the Soviet Union, and not many 
roads to travel. Trucks are the 
main highway users. Their driv- 
ers get special consideration in 
reservations at the motel. 


Perhaps some day the present 


trickle of foreign visitors by au- 
tomobile will swell enough to 
provide tourist business. At the 
moment the two motels are pri- 
marily used as annexes of Mos- 
cow's crowded downtown ho- 
tels. 


The motels don't even have 


names except as affiliates of 
their 
downtown 
connections. 


But Gregori Suvorov says the 
motel he manages will some 
day be independent — "Then we 
have a name of our own." It 
is now known as the Motel on 
the Minsk Highway.

WASHINGTON (AP)-For the 


first time, the Navy is about to 
form all U.S. nuclear-powered 
surface warships into a single 
carrier task

No other nation, so far as is 


known, is capable of sending to 
sea such an all-atomic naval 
striking force. 


The Navy told The Associated 


Press, in response to questions, 
that the guided-missile cruiser 
Long Beach and the frigate 
Cambridge will head for the 
Mediterranean late this month, 


the Mediterranean, 
atomic - propelled 


Once in 


these two 
warships will join the 85,600-ton 
carrier Enterprise, already with 
the U.S. 6th Fleet in these wa- 
ters. 


Together, these three vessels 


represent a construction cost of 
nearly $1 billion. 


Operating in the relatively re- 


stricted Mediterranean probably 
won't permit a full test of the 
capabilities of a carrier task 
force run entirely on atomic 
power. 


These 
features 
are 
great 


speed over great distances, and 
very long endurance because 
nuclear ships are free of refuel- 
ing vessels and shore bases. 


Certain Navy leaders would 


like to put an all-atomic task 


group through Its paces hi the 
wide expanses of the Pacific or 
the Indian Ocean. 


the 14,200-ton Long Beach is 


at Portsmouth, Va., and the 
Bainbridge is at Charleston, S.C. 


The Navy said the 7,600-ton 


Bainbridge and the Enterprise 
have teamed up before, and so 
have the Enterprise and the 
Long Beach, "but never alt 
three together."

Navy has 
submitted 


strong arguments for construc- 
tion of more atomic warships, 
but so far the high cost has 
stood in the way. 


The first three American nu- 


clear warships were completed 
after their costs spiraled. The 
Enterprise cost $474 million, the 
Long Beach nearly $330 million 
and the Bainbridge more than 
$160 million. 


Part of these high prices were 


attributable to the three ships 
being the first of their kind un- 
der atomic power.

Thinks Pro 
Golf Might 
Need a Czar

PALM BEACH GARDENS, 
la. (AP) —Does professional 


golf need a czar? 


Many of the tournament play- 
rs, including Arnold Palmer, 
nsist that it does. Warren Can- 
roll, newly elected president of 
he Professional Golfers Associ- 
tion, argues not. 
Almost all, players and execu- 


ives alike, agree there is need 
or administrative revision, a 
itronger, firmer hand in the 
guiding of the game's destinies. 


"We simply have grown too 
ast," says Cantrell, a Texas 
businessman, "We rocked along 
and looked up suddenly, to find 
ourselves 
surrounded with a 


multimillion-dollar enterprise 


"To keep pace, we need to 


adopt modern business meth- 
ods." 
The PGA, with a membership 


of more than 5,000 teaching and 
touring pros, moves into its 
new $4-million headquarters on 
this Florida gold coast within 
the next few weeks, plagued by 
numerous problems. 


There is still some quibbling 


about how to pay for the $1.5- 
million brick and glass club- 
house which sits astride two 18- 
hole championship courses. 


Sponsors and players are in- 


volved in a bitter dispute over 
who should control the mush- 
rooming television monies. 


The $2.5-million tour is get- 


ting so crowded that there are 
suggestions that it must be bro- 
ken into two circuits, a major 
and minor league. 


There is some agitation — 


quite minor at this stage — for 
making the tour a self-support- 
ing project, free from PGA con- 
trol. 


At the moment, the biggest 


question involves that of a czar 
or a strong single executive to 
run the whole show. 


"We need a man like the late 


Kennesaw Mountain Landis in 
baseball," 
says Dow Finster- 


wald. "He should be a man with 
a knowledge of all phases of the 
game and with unquestioned in- 
tegrity." 


Palmer, the sport's all-time 


leading money winner, agrees. 
"I would like to see a fellow like 
,/oe Dey (executive director of 
the U. S. Golf Association) take 
over," Arnie says. "We players 
are not in a position to govern 
ourselves." 


The PGA policies are made 
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by an executive committee com- 
posed of officers. Problems re- 
lating to the tour are handled 
by a committee of executives 
and players. Jay Hebert cur- 
rently is chairman of the play- 
ers' committee which also in- 
cludes Dave Marr, Johnny Pott 
and Bob Goalby. 


"Players shouldn't be allowed 


to make important decisions," I 
says Paul Harney. "Their role 
should be in an advisory capac- 
ity strictly."
